RESPONSE AND REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

In response to the Office Action mailed on March 14, 2003, please consider the 
following remaiics. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of the 
application. 

AMENDMENTS 

What is claimed is: 

1 . (original) A method for treatment of infestations of cutaneous mites comprising: 

applying a composition to skin, wherein the composition comprises sulfur, one or 
more sulfur derivative and a dermatologically acceptable carrier. 

2. (original) The method of claim 1 further comprising washing the composition from the skin. 

3 . (original) The method of claim 2 further comprising rewashing the composition from the skin. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the composition has a pH of 6.5 to 8. 1 . 

6. (original) The method of claim 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition has apH of about 7.0 to 
about 8.1. 
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7. (original) The method of claim 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition has a pH of about 7.7 to 
about 8.1. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition has a pH of about 7.3 to 
about 7.7. 

9. (original) The method of claims 1 , 2 or 3 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser with a 
pHof6.5 to 8.1, 

10. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises one or more cationic 
sulfur compounds. 

1 1 . (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises one or more of the 
group consisting of selenium sulfide, potassium sulfide, poly-potassium sulfide, and poly- 
calrium poly-sulfide; H 2 S; sulfuric acid; bisulfides; sulfur dioxide; thiols; organic salts; 
sodium sulfacetamide; sulfites; and mercaptans. 

12. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium 
sulfacetamide. 

13. (original) The method of claims 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser with a 
pH of 6.5 to 8.1 and wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium sulfacetamide. 

14. (original) The method of claim 1 1 wherein the sulfur derivative is present in the range of about 
10%. 

15. (original) The method of claims 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser with a 
pH of 6.5 to 8.1 and wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium sulfacetamide present in 
the range of about 10% and wherein the sulfur is present in the range of about 5%. 

16. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the mites are of the genus Demodex. 

17. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the carrier comprises an aqueous base. 

1 8. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the composition comprises a high sorption base. 
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1 9. (original) The method of claim 1 8 wherein the high sorption base comprises one or more of the 
group consisting of non-swelling clay, gum, swelling clay and silicon. 

20. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the non-swelling clay comprises kaolin. 

21. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the non-swelling clay is present at about 18.00%. 

22. (original) The method of claim 1 9 wherein the gum comprises xanthan gum. 

23. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the gum is present at about 030%. 

24. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the swelling clay comprises magnesium aluminum 
silicate. 

25. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the swelling clay is present at about 1 .50%. 

26. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the silicon comprises silicon dioxide. 

27. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the silicon is present at about 5.00%. 

28. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the composition further comprises water. 

29. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the water is present at about 40-50%.

115. (withdrawn) 
ttestriction Requirement 

The Examiner has restricted the claims in this application to three (3) groups. 
Group 1 includes claims 1 to 29 and 58, Group H includes claims 30 to 57 and 115. and Group 
in includes claims 59 to 1 14. 

Applicant elects Group I (claims 1 to 29, and 58). Groups II to HI (claims 30 to 
57, and claims 59 to 1 15) are hereby withdrawn without prejudice and without conceding to the 
Examiner's characterizations, for reasons unrelated to patentability. Applicant reserves the 
right to prosecute Claims 30 to 57, and Claims 59 to 1 15 in separate divisional applications. 
Species Election 

The Examiner has also required the election of a single disclosed "species of 
composition": cleansers or non-cleansers. In the evenl that a genus claim is not allowed, 
Applicant elects non-cleansers, without conceding to the Examiner's characterizations, for 
reasons unrelated to patentability. In Group I, claims 1, to 3, 5 to 12, 14, and 16 to 29 are 
readable on this species. 

Second, the Examiner has required the election of a single disclosed "species of 
S compound" in claim 11. In the event that a genus claim is not allowed, Applicant elects 
sodium sulfacetamide, without conceding to the examiner's characterizations, for reasons 
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unrelated to patentability. In Group I, claims 1 to 9, 10 to 29, and 58 are readable on this 



species. 

Thini, the Examiner has required the election of a single disclosed "species of 
sorptive." In the event that a genus claim is not allowed, Applicant elects gum, without 
conceding to the Examiner's characterizations, for reasons unrelated to patentability. In Group 
I, claims 1 to 19, 22, 23, 28, 29, and 58 are readable on this species. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that the application is in condition for allowance.
